On board dispatch boat Dauntless, 


off Santiago, June 4th, via Kingston, 
Jamaica—The collier Merrimac was 
sunk in the entrance to Santiago har- 
bor last night by order of Rear Ad- 
miral Sampson in order to prevent 
the Spanish fleet from escaping by 
night. When Sampson decided to 
close:tlie channel by sinking the Mer- 
rimac, lie called for a volunteer crew 
of seven men to go tc almost certain 
death. 
Four thousand men offered 


themselves. Lieut. Hobson and six 
men were chosen. They steamed in 
under tire and the vessel was riddled 
with projectiles but she was anchored 
and swung round. Lieut. Hobson 
then exploded an internal torpedo and 
the vessel sank: and the channel is 
apparently closed. 


After sinking .the Merrimac Lieut. 


Hobson and his heroic crew endeav- 
ored to escape to the American ship 
which was lying off the harbor wait- 
ing to pick them up. Owing to the 
terrific fire of the Spanish batteries 
Hobson saw that escape was impossi- 
ble and.ordered his men to row into 
the harbor. They were taken aboard 
the Spanish flagship. 
The Spanish 


Admiral sent a flag ^of truce to Ad- 
miral Sampson, offering to exchange 
them and in the meantime promised 
the most kind, treatment. 


The Merrimac was formerly the 


Norwegian ship Solveig and was pur- 
chased by the government in April. 
She was 330 feet long, 44 foot beam 
aud had a net register of 2,193 tons. 
She was used as a collier by the fleet.

in above paragraph recalls a story 
that is going the rounds- here.

When a 


corral for pack mules was established 
near them, one of their number went 
to headquarters to object. The reply 
was: "My boy, you'll get over that. 
Next week you will be mustered in, 
and then you will find that there's 
d— n little difference .between a mule 
and a soldier." The mules are still 
in that corral,'and there have been 
.two . immense ones established else- 
where. 


Many mules and horses have been

He has unstintingly 
devoted his time and spent his money 
and at last is rewarded. During his 
incarceration Adams was employed in 
the annex as an assistant to the 
guard there. He has been obedient 
and a splendid prisoner, with no 
marks of dement against him. He 
made leather chains and sold them. 
He will come back finding tlie ivy- 
covered home about the same as 
when he left, his mother with addi- 
tional marks of care on her face and 
her hair snow-white, and the little 
brothers and sisters grown to young 
men and women.

John Haddeick is dead. This was 


the report that shocked the citizens 
of this city this morning. 


John Broughton Haddock was well 


known throughout 
the city. 
3Tor 


years he was prominent in official, 
business and political circles of both 
city and county. 


His sudden death, caused by heart 


kidney troubles, was indeed a 


shock to his friends and acquaint- 
ances. Last night, about 11 o'clock, 
shortly after retiring, he suddenly 
raised up in bed, breathing with diffi- 
culty. He got up, walked out into 
the yard and sat down in a ciiair. 
Mrs. Haddock, seeing there was some- 
thing unusual the matter, ran to the 
neighbors and called for assistance. 
A messenger was sent for Dr. Hall. 
When Mrs. Maddock returned she said 
to him, "John, I am afraid you are 
going to die." His answer was, 
"There is something wrong." These 
were Jiis last v\ orcls. Two young men 
had arrived by this time. They car- 
ried him into the house, laid him on 
the bed and rubbed him vigorously. 
He soon became unconscious. Dr. 
Hall arrived, but life had almost 
gone, and in a few seconds death 
claimed hiji. 


Mr. Maddock was born in this city 


on July 28tb, 1834, being sixty-four 
years old. He was a son of William 
Maddock, who died suddenly several 
years ago. For a number of years Mr. 
Maddock was associated with 
his 


father and brothers in operating the 
large woolen mill which stood where 
the Grand opera house now stands. 
On the 16th of May, 1865, he was 
married to 
Miss 
Maria 
Eaynor, 


daughter of William Eaynor, a promi- 
nent citizen of his time. At the 
deatli cf Mr. Raynor the daughter 
inherited valuable lands in the east- 
orn part of the city.
